Being behind jail bars is nothing new to Harry Corn- 
sweet, who spent four hours a week on the premises of the 
county jail in Santa Ana. The jaysee instructor acts as 
the supervisor for the federal, state, and county prisoners 


! Bob Huelskamp entered Uncle 
Sam’s army in March 1943, ex- 
actly one month ‘after he had 
graduated from St. Anthony High 
‘School, in Long Beach. 


. Burkley Field, Colorado, was 
the first place that Bob was sta- 
tioned. He started his prelim- 
inary radio training there. After 
a while at Burkley Field, Bob was 
moved to another base; and in the 
following months he was stationed 
in several different camps 
throught the United States. 


Bob completed his radio train- 
ing at Sioux Falls, South Dakota. 


In July 1944, Bob started his 
Overseas career. He was at- 
tached to the 15th air force as a 
radio gunner on a B-24. He par- 
ticipated in 49 missions, taking 
part in the bombing of Italy and 
the Balkan countries. Although 
there were some pretty close calls, 
Bob’s plane came through the war 
all in one piece. 

While participating in a mission 
over Germany, Bob’s plane was 
struck by anti aircraft fire, and he 
was slightly wounded in the arm. 

After returning to the states in 
April of ’45, Bob was sent to the 
Santa Ana Army Air Base, where 
he spent six months convalescing 
at the base hospital from wounds 
he received overseas. In October 
1945, he was discharged from the 
army. 

Among the ribbons Bob has re- 
ceived are the Distinguished Fly- 
ing Cross, the Air Medal with 3 
clusters, the Purple Heart, and the 


European Theater ribbon. 

Bob is taking a_ pre-denistry 
course while attending Santa Ana 
Junior College, and he hopes to 
follow this course after gradua- 
tion. He plans to attend U.S.C. 
where he will complete his deni- 
stry major. 

Bob enjoys all kinds of sports, 
and he plays second base on the 
Don baseball team.

A few probation violators 
pay return visits when they neg- 
lect to inform the authorities of 
their whereabouts. 

Juvenile delinquents are also in- 
structed in physical education by 
Cornsweet, although they are se- 
parated from the other prisoners. 

Mr. Cornsweet remarked, “I 
have had very good cooperation 
from the prisoners, for they real- 
ize that rowdiness will only lead 
to extended penalties and the loss 
of their exercise period.

IR club attacks Franco reign; 
Parker, Yount propose action

More drastic steps for getting 
rid of Franco’s Fascist regime in 
Spain are favored by Emory 
Yount, chairman of the Interna- 
tional Relations club who proposed 
an American-financed Republican 
revolution in last Monday’s hectic 
session of the world affairs de- 
baters. 

The session was a particularly 
wild one, with the club getting off 
the track, discussing everything 
under the sun but the topic on the 
agenda, and Mr. Yount. without a 
gavel, was at a loss, about what 
to do. Mr. Parker, as usual was in- 
volved in an argument with every- 
one about everything, to the tune 
of Judy Baldwin’s derisive com- 
ments. 

Yount favors revolution 

Chairman Yount went on the 
record as favoring an American- 
backed Republican rebellion, the 
same stunt that Germany and 
Italy pulled in‘the Franco revolu- 
tion. It’s logical to a certain ex- 
tent, since, as Judy Baldwin points 
out, the exiled Spanish govern- 
ment in Mexico City, is ‘‘willing, 
ready, and able to take over.” 

There seems to be no doubt that 
the Franco government is bad for 
Spain and for the world, that it 
is based on a despicable brand of 
Fascism, the rule of a few of the 
upper caste, and the elimination of 
those of the masses who dare to 
oppose the dictator’s doctrines. 

There is certainly no doubt that 


os 
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Franco’s regime should not exist 
in a world supposedly freed from 
the evils of Fascism. However, I 
do not like Mr. Yount’s proposal, 
for it would’ arouse the cry of 
“Tmperialism,”’ and would be logi- 
cal cause for war with Spain. It 
would be unilateral action on our 
part, when the United © Nations 
organization was set up to rid the 
earth of these evils. No one wants 
war and any warlike action would 
be frowned upon, especially, since 
there would be a possibility of 
American soldiers dying on new 
battlegrounds. 
Parker suggests embargo 

Mr. Parker suggested an em- 
bargo of Spain by the U.N.O. I 
believe in this. I think it would 
be practical and would force Fran- 
co out. 

I further believe that in the 
event the exiled Republicans are 
successful in rising against Fran- 
co that action on the part of the 
United Nations as an organization 
to supply the government’ with 
anything it needed to carry on its 
fight would be practical, and 
would not involve war since the 
entire world would be included. 

One thing is certain, Russia 
would not walk out on any UNO 
suggestion to unseat Franco as 
the Reds have bitterly assailed his 
rule in Spain longer than either 
the United States or Britain.
